I. W. BROWN 

A rather unusual man was J. W. Brown who 
died early Tuesday following an operation on 
Monday. Mr. Brown had been associated witli The 
Era for the past year, playing a large part in 
placing this weekly on a paid-in-advance subscrip- 
tion basis, and in that way meeting a great many 
of our readers and making a host of friends for 
himself and for The Era.

Teacher And Salesman 

Mr. Brown was particularly well liked by the 
country people and that was because, reared on a 
farm himself, he particularly understood and 
liked country people. For most of his life he was 
a teacher but he found the work of teaching 
people to like and read The Era even more to his 
liking. He thoroughly enjoyed his work, believed 
that he was performing a service to those to whom 
he sold, and always had o helpful word for all 
with whom his work brought him in contact. We 
just hope that The Era has been worthy of this 
unusual teacher and salesman.

STUDY CROUPS FOR IIRUCK 
AND HURON 

Last year at tho United Far- 
mer's convention thcro was 
adopted a lengthy manifesto on 
co-operative action, Tho farm 
movement was choosing economic 
action as its main field of en- 
deavor and was apparently mov- 
ing quite a distance from the old 
political struggle of other years. 
Of course the U.F.O. organization 
retains Its riding autonomy and 
tho people in any constituency 
may take action if they sco fit. 
But provincial programs arc to 
bo concerned mainly with the 
farmer as buying or selling 
rather than tho former as voting. 

The U.'F.O. charter featured 
this statement: "Wo believe that 
the best way to start building co- 
operatives In any community is 
first of all to start with small 
discussion groups to got nn 
understanding of co-operative 
methods and philosophy, to learn 
how cO'oporaiivea nro conducted 
elaowhoro and to gain a knowl- 
edge of how to tnanngo and dir- 
ect successfully tho particular
